The effect of these cool nights, espe- 

cially following hot days, is to cause rapid ripening of fruits and 


vegetables and, as a natural consequence, the market is at last 
becoming considerably supplied with tomatoes, peaches and 


other special lines which the packers use. At the same time, 
' green corn is putting forward rapidly. 
; But with all the favorable conditions it would seem as if 


this year packers’ crops, at least in their final outcame, are form- 
ing a kind of disappointment to those who depend upon them. 


| We make this remark because, viewing the whole situation from 
e _ the present standpoint, it begins to look in general as if every 


article in the packers’ schedule would be found short in the pack 
when the season closes. Such has been the outcome of all the 
articles according to their season up to date this year, and the 
outlook on all others appears to offer the same conclusion. In 
the most favored sections quite a peculiarity has developed either

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packers resolve i to make a short pack. Tomatoes, we all know, 
were foreshortened in several ways. First, the frost in May, 
then the rains in June and July, and one thing after another has 
combined to almost drive this pack out of season. They are, 
however, beginning to come to market in fair quantities, and the 
plants at present are yielding a fair supply of excellent fruit. 
It is reasonably certain, however, that even if the crop continues 
at the present rate up to the middle of September it will not 
amount to a normal average, and after the middle of September 
frost is likely to be so imminent that much of a pack after that is 
not anticipated. 

Meantime the great peach pack that was anticipated has 
been blighted by the failure of the fruit to develop as was antici- 
pated. The rain has had a great deal fo do with this result. In 
some sections the shortage has been caused by torrents of water, 
whilst in others, notably in California, there seems to be a nat- 
ural shortage to the crop, and both apricots and peaches are now 
scheduled to be shorter than was at first anticipated. The re- 
sult in that State is that the principal combination of canners has 
revised its price list and increased its rotes 10 or 20%. 

Here in Baltimore the peach pack is going ahead by increas- 
ing degrees, but the large amounts of tomatoes arriving are pre- 
venting as heavy a peach pack as would otherwiae be the case. 
It will, however, be a fairly large pack of particularly good fruit 
and a great percentage of it is marketed in advance. 

The tomato growers still continue to make pessimistic re- 
ports of prospects, and with the crop season coming nearer to an 
end these are more important than they would have been a 


couple of months ago. Canneries in the counties are paying at . 


the rate of $8 to $9 per ton for tomatoes, and when the growers 
are not satisfied with the trades they always have Baltimore as 
an omniverous receiving port for any amount of vegetable crops. 

Pears are beginning to be handled by the packers. Bartletts 


Damsons are costing the packers from 6oc. to 7oc. per basket; 
other plums are worth from 3oc. to 35c. per basket, these baskets 
holding usually five-eights of a bushel, which is the size alluded 
to in all reports. 

Tomatoes are selling at from 15c. to 20c. per basket and 
Virginia stock 25c. to 30c. Nearby stock is worth from 2oc. 
to 4oc. 

The brokers in general report few changes in the canned 
goods market, prices remaining very much as heretofore quoted. 
Strawberries are inclined to be a little higher on the preserved 
article; otherwise there is no change in small fruits. 

In corn, Harford county style No. 2 standard is quoted at 
55c. and dried packed or Maine style at 5734c.; extra sugar corn, 
dry packed, at 7oc. 

In peaches also there is very little change. No. 3 seconds 
yellow are, however, 5c. dearer and quoted at $1.05; No. 3 
standards yellow are quoted at $1.35; white, $1.25; extras, 
$1.60; No. 3 seconds yellow, $1.05; white, $1.00; No. 2 seconds 
yellow, 75c.; white, 7oc.; No. 3 pies, unpeeled, are quoted at 
7oc., and peeled, $1.00; gallon pies, unpeeled, $2.25; peeled, not 
in quotation. 

The quotations on peas remain unchanged and the same is 
true of pineapples. 

Tomatoes come under the same category. No. 3 standards 
are held at 75c.; seconds at 67%c. to 70c.; No. 2 standards, 55c. 
to 5734c.; seconds, s50c. to 52'%c.; standard gallons, $2.90 
to $3.00. 

There have been some changes in packers’ cans on the part 
of the independent canmakers. Quotations are furnished us as 
follows: No. 2 S. H., $12.50; No.2 L. H., $13.00; No. 3 
standard, $16.50, and gallons $47.50. This latter figure may 
come as a surprise to many, but reliable authorities report it is 
correct, stating the market is $47.50 to $50.00 for gallon cans.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


New York, August 15.—With the summer heat and vaca- 
tion time combined the canned goods trade is light in this city. 
No more business is done than is absolutely essential to carry the 
the trade along. Buyers are taking only relatively small quan- 
tities and though selllers would be glad to receive some fair 
orders they are not urging business foi fear of reducing prices 
still lower. It is hard enough to keep them up as it is, and 
probably if the truth were known it would be found that there 
is little sold that is quite up to the standard in price. The fruit 
situation is as delicate as it has been, which has influenced prices 
to be firm, though in the absence of sales they are almost nom- 
inal. Holders are generally firm in their views and refuse to 
allow their goods to go at concessions. Buyers would probably 
take hold if there was a reduction. 

Tomatoes.—Only a moderate demand is reported and that 
principally of a jobbing character. Prices are held firm around 
80 cents delivered for full standard 3’s. Some off standards have 
sold at 75 cents delivered; but the interest in jobbing circles is 
conservative. Reports from producing sections are of a character 
to influence this firmness. _Nearly all advices are to the effect 
that the crop is not only backward, but is poor in quality and 
the yield of desirable packing stack will be smaller than was 
expected. Late pack futures are not freely offered anywhere 
and 75 cents f. o. b. factory on full standard 3’s seems to the lowest 


price available. This may vary some with different packers, but 
in that vicinity seems to be about the figure. Future gallons 
are firmer at $2.25 delivered. Bids of that figure are said to have 
been refused by packers. Little interest is reported in stand- 
ard 

Corn.—The prospects as reported here indicacte a good 
vield, or, at least a fair one, in the south. But the total acreage 
is reported smaller. Packers are firm in their views. Maine 
futures are offered sparingly on fancy grades at the recent 
advance in price. The acreage is much reduced and the yield 
per acre is said to be much smaller than last year. This will 
reduce the output materially. State corn is firm and the condi- 
tion of the crop is more or less disturbing to packers. Spot busi- : 
ness is light and the market is more or less firm, according as 
there may be demand. 

Peas.—The situation on new pack is strong and some inquiry 
from jobbers is reported. Sales are in fair parcels, covering fine 
and medium grades. The shortage in the better grades is quite 
likely to lead to an advance in price before very long. 

Beans.—There is a gcod demand and new pack is reported 
of fair quality and giving good satisfaction. 

Salmon.—Some heavy sales of red Alaska salmon are re- 
ported, though just how extensive they have been it is impossible 
to say. It is known that one firm sold at least 10,000 cases and 
it is possible that the quantity which actually changed hands is 
twice or three times that quantity. The principal holders are 
quoting $1.05 firm. It may be possible to buy at $1.0214, but 
the quantity available at that figure is small. Reports from the 
Columbia River are to the effect that the pack is light, though 
as this is written no reports have been received of the pack which 
closes by legal limitation today. It is said that an attempt will 
be made to secure an extension of the season,with what success 
is unknown. Advices from Puget Sound continue discouraging 


and all other packing points, excepting British Columbia, report 
a shortage. It is said now that the Alaska pack will be 1,000,

Sardines.—Domestic fish are quiet. The supply is extremely 
light and the quantity running is small. It is difficult to obtain 
enough to fill orders. Packers will not sell in advance of the 
pack and the market is almost bare of fish at times. Prices are 
unchanged, but tend upward. = 

Fruits —The market is much firmer on California and south- 
ern peaches of all descriptions. Jobbers seem disposed to buy 
goods now offered in California pack lemon clings and in nearly 
all instances the coast basis is higher. Reports from Delawere 
indicate a meagre pack with cost of raw fruit higher than usual. 
The California Canner’s Association is not offering extras or 
extra standard lemon clings. Pears are easy. Gallon apples 
are more firmly held for futures at $2.00 per dozen delivered. 
Packers are said to have sold rather freely at $2.05 and $2.07% 
per dozen, and are now holding off awaiting developments. Spot 
gallons are scarce with outside figures generally quoted and very 
little buying done. HuDSsON. 


CROP CORRESPONDENCE. 


Tomato Acreage an Average. 
DAGSBORO, DEL., Aug. 14, 1906. 

THE TRADE: Conditions affecting tomatoes are very unsatisfactory. 
We do not think we will have more than 10% of an average yield, 2nd if 
the heavy rains continue the remainder of this month as they have been 
doing, we will not be able to start our factory at all, 

This is the only crop we handle, but, as we say the indications for crop 
yields are very poor, owing to the very wet weather we have had and are 
still having. About the same acreage as usual was put in and about the 
same number of factories proposed operating on them, paying trom $7 to $8 
per ton forthe crop. Yours truly, DAGSBORO CANNING Co. 


Corn Less, Tomatoes About 30% More. 
CAMBRIDGE, MD., Aug. 14, 1606. 

THE TRADE: We have to report the poorest prospect for a crop of 
tomatoes that ever was in the history of the business in our county. The 
rains have ruined the tomatoes. There are hundreds of acres that will not 
yield one ton of tomatoes to the acre, and the vines are blighting on the 
high lands yery badly. 

This condition in the face of probably a 30% increase in the acreage 
removes that iucrease. The acreage on corn is 50% less than it was last 
year. Psaches give indications of a yield 75% greater than last year. 

We are paying $9 per ton for tomatoes.

Inereased 25%, Cut Down More Than 40%. 
LEESBURG, N. J., Aug. 25, 1906. 
THE TRADE: We pack tomatoes almost exclusively and increased our 
acreage this season about 25%, paying $8 per ton for them. Prospects are 
not bright, however. They were never better up until twenty days ago, 
but since that time the rains have cut them down fully 40%. When the 
tomatoes were first set out they started off right away and made a rapid 
growth, were very healthy looking and, in fact, never looked more promis- 
ing. Then the heavy rains set in, with hot, scalding sun in the day time, 
and the tomatoes commenced to scald, with the result above stated.

Tomatoes Large, Corn and Peas Normal. 
DENTON, MD., Aug. 15, 1906. 
THE TRADE: We pack peas, corn and tomatoes. The acreage on 
tomatoes is large, but that of peas and corn is about the normal. On all of 
the crops prospects are for short yields We are paying from $8 to $9 per 
ton for the tomatoes, and the same number of factories here will work as 
usual.

Weather Very Dry, Crops Cut Dodn. 
NorTH COLLins, N. Y., July 31, 1906. 
THE TRADE: The weather here has been very dry, we have had no 
rain for six weeks, and as a consequence crops have been materially cut 
down. I pack a full line of fruits and vegetabies, and the acreage as com- 
pared with 1905 is as tollows: one half on corn, two thirds on peas, about 
same on beans, berries and tomatoes. From present indications the yield 
on each will be as follows: 60% of a full pea crop; 75% on beans; 70% on 
tomatoes; 75% on corn. 
Prices are too low to the trade, due, I think, to the fact that there are 
too many in the business. Yours truly, ADAM WODE, 
Acreage Same, Crops Look Fine. 
CELINA, OHIO, August 8, 1906. 
THE TRADE: We pack peas, corn and tomatoes especially, and have 
out this season about the same acreage as formerly. Peas were about 80% 
of a full crop, and tomatoes look fine and corn is good. We are paping 21 
cents per bushel for tomatoes, and paid 2 cents per lb. for peas. About the 
same number of factories will work this season as last.

Prospects 80% of a Full Yield. 
ROADSTOWN, N. J., Aug. 10, 1906. 
THE TRADE: We pack tomatoes, lima beans and strawberries. About 
an average acreage was put into them, but present indications do not war- 
rant over 80% of a full yield. We are paying $10. per ton for tomatoes, but 
he packers generally contracted for them at about $8. Nearly all the fac- 
tories here will run.

Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The weather is enough to knock endwise all predictions as to crop 
yields and packs, except where the abundance is too great for the pack to 
suffer, as in the case of Southern peaches. Tomatoes are suffering from too 
much rain, and the market for futures is firmer in tone. Spot tomatoes also 
show an improved tone, owing to the less favorable turn in the crop outlook 
and to the slackening of canning operations at Baltimore for the present. 
Spot Maryland standard 3s are held at 8oc. delivered here. Futures are 
quiet at 75c. f.0. b. Corn is doing fairly well and retains its former firmness. 
Of peas the same diagnosis holds true, the supply being limited enough to 
put the market in sellers’ favor. Beans are quiet. In fruits there is not 
much change to report. California packs show a firm tone and an upward 
tendency. Apricots and cherries are especially strong, but only pears and 
plums seem to be in any sort of supply, the cleanup being unusually early 
this season. Peaches are very cautiously offered at the higher prices. The 
domestic sardine pack is small to date, the run being slow and late. The 
market for salmon-seems to be at last responding to the impetus that was 
supposed to be given by the canned-meat scandal, but the summer demand 
hitherto has been so small as to suggest the suspicion that salmon has been 
suffering from the same trouble as canned meats. Spot red Alaska salmon 
has sold better and at steady prices. In Behring Sea the Alaska pack is 
some 80,000 cases smaller than last year.—A/erchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

The tomato situation has been strengthened in some small measure by 
the damage which the excessive rains have done to the growing crops. In 
some sections of Maryland conservative and reliable authorities predict not 
more than half acrop. This has not affected the market for spot goods as 
yet, as the supply is believed to be too large. Standards can still be bought 
at 75c. delivered. Futures can occasionally be bought at 72%c., but most 
packers now ask 75c., and the general feeling is stronger. Some packers 
are asking 5c. advance. The demand for tomatoes is fair, and, if the dam- 


age done to the crops becomes no greater than already, there is enough to 
the situation to warrant higher prices, Nothing newh as developed 
in corn, which is dull and unchanged. There is no demand for futures 
at all. Peas are scarce and active, and anything cheap is sold readily. 
Peaches are unchanged and there is some complaint of damage from rains. 
The market is well maintained. Apples are unchanged and in moderate 
demand. Spot apples are about out of the game. The Baltimore line of 
small canned goods is unchanged and in light demand. The California 
line is now quiet, most of the trade having bought up.—Grocery World. 

Chicago. 

The pea pack has neariy ended over the country, and the known result 
is a large shortage in the Alaskas. Demand on this account has been very 
large, but the majority of buyers have been unable to get their wants filled. 
Tomato canning has opened up in Baltimore and the South. The crop is 
uncertain as yet. It will be several weeks before anything can be accu- 
rately foretold about the size of the season’s pack. Corn is firmer, and 
there is a strong feeling that the market will go higher. String and Lima 
beans fare firm, with a very good demand. All canned vegetables, in fact, 
are steady to firm, fruits of all descriptions are extremely so. There have 
already been withdrawals by California canners on a number of varieties, 
grades and sizes of cans, and deliveries are sure to be cut down by the bulk 
of Coast packers. They are not getting the fruit, consequently will be 
unable to can it. The canned salmon market shows considerable firmness. 
Stocks are very light, with small packs almost certain this year, excepting 
in Alaska, while red Alaska salmon will not be a large pack. Sardines are 
firm and in good demand. Canned lobster is very firm, owing to small 
stocks.—Grocers’ Criterion, 

Montreal, Can. : 

For the season very good business is passing in canned goods. Interest 
at present is centered upon the new prices which have been given out. 
Salmon were the first to be issued, while later prices on peas, beans and 
several lines of fruits were given out. Peas are considerably higher this 
year than they were last. In some instances 15c. to 20c. advance has oc- 
curred. This is not surprising to a great degree, because prices last year 
were low. Raspberries are quoted at a higher figure, as are als cherries. 
Gooseberries are on the same basis as last year. 

Toronto, Can. 

Prices have come out on cherries, currants, gooseberries, lawtonberries, 
raspberries and beans, and are corrected in the subjoined schedule. Salmon 
prices also have been made known. One-pound talls of Fraser River sock-

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ern River fish are 5c. a dozen less. Prices have not yet been mada on co- 
hoes, humpbacks and pinks, but they will be about half a dollar a case 
higher than last year. The price on spring fish is not yet issued.—Canadian 
Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—A quiet tone has pervaded the market, but British Columbia 
and Alaska are both very firm. Reports of the fishing for the new season’s 
British Columbia pack indicate so far that there will be a shortage on last 
year’s pack. The latest cables to hand in regard to the Fraser River pack 
state that the run, which was good, has slackened off very much and that 
the traps are not doing well. The run on the Skeena River has ceased and 
here the shortage is stated to be about 50% on last year’s pack. Just as we 
go to press we learn that a cable has been received stating that the opinion 
on the other side is that the run on Puget Sound has also finished, and that 
the estimated total pack only amounts to about 41,000 1-lb. flats and 65,000 
¥%4-lb flats and no talls, or a total of some 106,000 cases. If the pack closes 
with no increase on these figures, it will represent a considerable shortage, 
as last year it amounted to 703,328 cases. The Deucalion has arrived with 
11,063 cases and the Mera with 16,039 cases. Lobsters are without any 
fresh feature of interest. The Dahome has arrived with 2,438 cases and the 
Evangeline with 1,010 cases, the first named to Liverpool. Sardines.— 
There is not much doing, but the market remains firm. The fishing con- 
tinues unsatisfactory. The Lugre has brought 1,219 cases and the Britannia 
1,740 cases. Meats.—The slight improvement in the demand has been 
maintained, and prices are steady. Fruits.—The higher prices for the new 
season’s Californian fruits, mentioned in last Saturday’s Grocers’ Gazette, 
has stimulated the demand for existing stocks, and prices have advanced. 
Prices for several grades and varieties have been withdrawn, owing to the 
short crop and to the demand on the other side. A good business has been 
done in pines at firm rates. The Palermo has arrived with 6,716 cases, the 
Deucalion with 2,520 cases, the Bernalder with i,o10 cases and the Isla de 
Iuzan with 1,714 cases pines, the last named to Liverpool. 

Liverpool, England. 


Salmon.—There has been a better inquiry during the week, and prices 
are well maintained. Fruits.—These continue to be very active; the ad- 
vance in apricots is well established, and a large business has been done at 
the higher level. There is also a fair inquiry for pears and peaches. Spot 
quotations for pineapples are unchanged and a good country demand is 
reported. For forward quotations preservers still maintain a firm attitude 
in refusing to contract by entertaining buyers’ present ideas on this side.— 
Grocers’ Gazette. 


Does it pay? Judging by solicitors’ reports, many manufacturers do 
not think it pays to advertise extensively when orders are thick. But is 
their position well taken ?. 

As the purpose of advertising is to bring in orders, it may look foolish 
to invite more orders when the factory is working at full capacity. It 
would not only be foolish, but dishonest to continue to sell tickets to a 
show after the house was crowded, and so some manufacturers reason that 
when they hang out the ‘‘S. R. O.”’ sign, they should stop all advertise- 
ments, Will this reasoning hold water? I doubt it. When a factory has 
reached the limit of its capacity and advertising is still bringing in orders, 
my idea would be to zucrease the advertising. You have then convinced 
the buying public that you have a good article, and, possibly after years of 
effort, your advertising is beginning to bear fruit. It takes such a long, 
hard pull and so much time to start a heavy train that every stop not abso- 
lutely necessary is carefully avoided. The man who stops advertising be- 
cause he is prosperous is like the engineer who shuts off steam because he 
is going. 

ADVERTISING MEASURES THE MARKET. 

The time to increase the advertising is when times are good. Why? 
In reply I will ask, Who does not wish to increase his business permanently ? 
Only the shortsighted manager tries to throttle prosperity the moment she 
appears. Only the egotist thinks ise has so good a product that it will ad- 
vertise itself and that the world will search him out in the wilderness to 
buy it. This might, perhaps, be the case were it not for two facts: First, 
there is usually some keen competitor y,ho, so far as merit goes, is not far 
behind, and, second, new buyers are born daily to make their first purchase. 
Advertising will serve to tell them about your goods. But still the objector 
objects; ‘‘Of what use is it to drum up more orders by advertising if you 
can’t fill those you have already?’’ The use is just this—further advertis- 
ing will test the extent of the market and prove or disprove the wisdom of 
enlarging your factory. If you cease to advertise when orders come in or 
advertise in a meagre manner, you may never feel justified in providing for 
a greater business, or, on the other hand, you may foolishly enlarge when 
there is not enough business to warrant it. 

More advertising when a factory is full of orders will serve to sound the 
market, and, in fact, I know of no other way of sounding it. Every other 
way isa mere hazard. The cost of such advertising is slight, just as the 
cost of a diamond drill to test the thickness of an ore body is slight; but

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ore body—only such a man will save a dollar to guess away a thousand. 
HUMAN NATURE TO WANT THE THINGS MARKED ‘‘SOLD.”’ 


Still it may be argued that a manufacturer has so many worries in 
keeping customers good-natured when goods are overdue that he should not 
add to his worries by having to ‘‘turn down’’ a lot of orders resulting from 
increased advertising. This additional worry can, however, be borne with 
fortitude when one perceives that every order ‘‘turned down’”’ in the present 
is probably a customer made for the future. Nothing makes one so anxious 
to buy an article as to see it marked “‘sold.”” We want just the things we 
can’t have. I entered a department store the other day, and saw people 
jammed in rows to a depth of fully six feet back from the counter—all fight- 
ing fora chance to spend their money. The very sight of the crowd 
brought others. It reminded me of one of those old-fashioned woven wire 
fly traps—the more flies inside the faster ot:ers crawled in. And, so long 
as that is human nature, the astute manufacturer will take advantage of it. 
He won’t wait until the crowd is gone; but, once he has drawn a crowd, he 
will do all in his power to hold and increase it. 


KILLING THE GOOSE THAT LAID THE GOLDEN EGG. 


This is not a mere convenient theory. I know several manufacturers 
who are doing this very thing—increasing their advertising space, in spite 
of the fact that orders are coming in faster than they can Se handled. Inci- 
dentally they are increasing their factories also. It takes an optimist to be 
really great. Your pessimist will open each morning’s mail, saying to him- 
self: ‘‘Well, if business keeps on like this, I don’t see what we will do, 
but such prosperity can’t possibly last.’’ Then he thinks he’ll save money 
while it’s plenty and goes out and kills the goose that laid the golden egg. 
He cuts off the advertising. Some other fellow advertises to get more busi- 
ness, and he gets it and he continues to get it. He enlarges his factory and 
still the business comes. 


TAKES SIX MONTHS FOR ORDERS FROM ADVERTISING TO REACH THE SHOP. 


Does it pay to advertise when your books are full of orders? Do you 
want your business to continue its growth and to stay young? Or do you 
believe it is time for your business to grow old and take to an easy chair? 
When a man feels that way he is already on the toboggan slide. Don’t 
promise yourself that you will begin advertising when orders slacken. 
You won’t, you will feel too poor and, besides, it will be too late. 
The time to advertise for work for the rainy day is now. Orders from ad- 
vertising rarely get into the shop in less than six months, and it never hurts 


your reputation nor your profits to have to turn away orders. Some cus- 
tomers are always willing to wait longer or pay more than others and the 
opportunity to sell many such people is to be prized. While demand is 
great you take the pick or skim the cream, and when demand naturally 
slackens you will still have plenty todo. Advertise as long as you expect 
toremain in business.—George H. Gibson, Advertising Enginner, in Sed/ing

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CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


San Francisco, CAL., August 10, 1906. 

The fondest dreams of our packers did not permit them to 
imagine the responses which they have experienced as a result of 
the naming of new pack prices by the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association and others. The trade all over the country have 
kept the wires hot and deluged our friends with about all the 
‘business they can handle. As a result withdrawals have been 
the rule in quite a number of varieties and canners have grown 
indifferent as to whether they make sales or not. They realize 
that portion of their goods left unsold will bring better prices 
later on, and that they will make money by holding the goods. 
The demand has come from all over the country and added to 
this, our local merchants have bought heavier than usual, being 
without any carryover stock of any size whatsoever and the trade 
all over the coast hungry for fruit in tin. No concessions ia 
price have been made,s and whereever a packer’ contract gave him 
any advantage, you may be sure he took advantage of same. 
Just why such a heavy demand should be experienced is some- 


what hard to aualyze. It may be that there was a realization 
that the destruction of seven canneries in this city, combined wtth 
the poor quality of some of the fruit and short in other varieties, 
would account for the heavy buying, the trade having figured 
out that the pack would be much reduced on account of the sev- 
eral factors mentioned. I am told that some of my country 
friends are running their plants only about half of the time, being 
unable to get sufficient fruit to keep the wheels moving more 
than that much of the time. 

I understand that the Association in company with several 
other packers has withdrawn all grades of blackberries and prac- 
tically all grades of apricots. Extra cherries were also elimin- 
ated. Other withdrawals are certain and advances in price will 
unquestionably come within the coming week. ‘ 

They tell me that the California tomato crop is going to be 
a whopper. Neverless the price keeps creeping up from where 
it started at 70 cents for 214 lb. Standards; 7734 cents seems to be 


the idea of value in this market to-day. It is said that our 
friends, the Association, made very heavy sales at the 70 cent 
price, and hence are not anxious to dispose of any further quan- 
tity at the same figure. Our local jobbers bought very heavily 
on account of bare stocks and this low price served their purpose 
very well. 

Our jobbers are gradually getting located in quarters that 
will suffice in a limited way until builditigs of the proper sort can 
be constructed to house them. At best their floor space is woe- 
fully limited, and with but a very few warehouses left untouched 
by the flames, the question of finding a place to store goods is 
a hard one to solve; it means careful buying for many a month to 
come. 

There is probably no one item of news which I could repeat 
to you that would tell the tale of our prosperity better than the 
bank clearings of this city for the year. These computations 
make a most remarkable showing in view of the fact that since 
April 18th, the city has been hampered by the results of the 
great disaster. Listen to this—for the seven months ending July 
31, 1906, the total clearings of San Francisco banks amounted to 
$995,798.790 as against $1,003,611,597 for the seven months 
ending July 31, 1905, being a decrease of but $7,813,807. not- 
withstanding the fire and its consequent demoralization of busi- 
ness. For the week ending Thursday noon, August 9th, 1906, 
the clearings shown $38,649, 876.09 as against $32,455, 390.93 
for the same week of 1905. ‘This shows an increase of 10% for 
the present week. 

Next week I expect to give you some more facts about some 
of the insurance corporations. There has been quite a number 
of interesting developments since the last letter I wrote you on 
the subject. I hope that long ere this your readers have taken 


* my advice and made thorough investigations with regard to the 


various companies with whom they carry insurance. Another 
great conflagration in some other city is by no means impossible 
and there is no doubt but what some of the companies now mak- 
ing great pretensions of strength would go to the wall with a 
crash. A subsequent loss incurred by some policy holder else- 
where would probably not be paid in full if at all. Assure 
yourself that those companies with whom you are insured are 
strong enough to withstand another conflagration. If they are 
not, look out. CALIFORNIAN.

The. general development of the country is by degrees, hav- 
ing a permanént influence upon the settlement of the basis of 
the canning industry. Strange as it may seem the newness of 
this business, and the newness of the country in general may be 
taken as almost parallel. Great questions have arisen in the 
canning business which can only be settled by time, and the set- 
tlement of the country. For instance, when the canning business 
started in its modern strength about seventy years ago, very 
much of the continent which was empty then is now filled with 
people, who are both producers and consumers in this line of 
industry. 

At that time canned corn was not known, but the middle 
country just west of the Mississippi was still in possession of the 
savages,. and the stage coach was the means of transportation 
throughout the whole area. Since then as canned corn increased 
in quantity, the market and demand for it increased throughout 
the great middle west,—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri 
and Kansas. But those people who were ready and willing to 
become consumers, in the course of time as they multiplied, just 
as rapidly became producers and packers. 

Now this condition of things could not have occured in any 
of the old countries; but all those factors which concentrated to 
make the American citizen and his country the peculiar land of 
the world, united with the same influences that governed the 


development of the canning industry in those sections. It is 


worthy of note here that the canning industry is essentially au~ 


American industry. The American people are the greatest con- 


sumers of all kinds of canned goods, and their adventurous nature 
is necessary to the building up of demand for a new class of 
goods. 


in Europe to-day to get the commonality to use either American 


So much so is this the case that it is extremely difficult 


corn or tomatoes; while from the indications, Europe is slowly 
becoming what might be called Americanized in its methods and 
will in time get to be great consumers of these goods. 

Probably the population of the Mississippi valley furnishes 
in a general sense the greatest quantity or percentage of consum- 
ers of canned goods, and it is therefore reasonable that this same 
section will in the early future furnish the market for the most 
advanced products in this line of business. It must be also cal- 
culated that they will also furnish the market as the producers 
of these goods; and it is of consequence to study out the influ- 
ences that will govern that section in the production of the great 
staples. 

Thus, within the next fifteen years, peas, corn, tomatoes, 
peaches and baked beans will all be produced or at leased packed 
toa greater extentin the middle west than they will be anywhere 
else. These questions seem at present immaterial, but they are 
the subjects that will dominate the continuance of the industry 
and its success and nourishment. 

No one can really feresee what the development of the bus- 
iness will be; but its general trend is not impossible of observance: 
and we can calculate that the main effort of the early figure will 
be in the direction of the elimination of all waste and useless 
matter, concentration and improvement of foods and food methods; 
the production of army rations on a large scale, in such quantity 
in fact that in the wars of the first quarter of this century, even, 
if any Government goes to war, one of its first requisites will be 
to provide for their army rations, though the medium of American 
canneries. But the army rations will be only the beginning of 
a general line of food economy among mankind. 

For this purpose, Governments blase the way towards im- 
provements and whilst the soldier’s rations may be rather cruder 
and perhaps a little more common in their material, the extent 
of the orders given in such cases is such as to induce economical 
preparation in great lines. 

Two or three things here should be taken note of. From 
the earliest dawn of history and civilization, the purpose of the 
human race has been towards improving the general condition 
of man. It seems strange that he should have commenced this 
work; first, by elevating one man to the Chieftanship; but it is 
natural that such should be the case, as the bright man of genius 
and ability always bubbles to the top, has many imitators in 
small ways, and among these imitators there arises competition 
that goes on as it has gone on, emulating the methods of absorp- 
tion, until from among the leaders there arises more and more a 
greater and more ambitious one than the former. If history be 
studied any one will find that this has been the method of the 
world’s development; individual ambition and advantage have 
been always prized and the methods of them; and the death of 
the successful one has in each case turned over his accumulations 
to his country and his people, to be fought for by others. 

In the same way tribes within a country have risen to be 
the governors; from tribes they became states, from states nations 
but the process of aglomeration has gone on steadily until in our 
day it is not tribes nor states which are vieying with each other, 
but races and great governments. ‘Throughout all these masses 
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or people, this same spirit which may be called socialism, is still 
working; in fact it is ever increasing in intensity in spirit, and 
the ambition has gone from political into commercial and all other 
kinds of life. What we call combinations and trusts now-adays 
are in now wit different from what their predecessors were in the 
same line thousands of years ago. We are simply more general 
in their teachings and include in their affiliation more members 
of the race. 

Thus, America is further ahead in the republicanism of the 
world than the rest of the world; because there has been more 
scope here for individual ideas. But the work of mankind is still 
going on with tremenduous force. 

Viewed in this light, which is the correct view of it, the 
canned goods business occupies an interesting position in the race. 
It is not a great guess to foresee that at no very distant day, 


perhaps only a couple of hundred years, it will be the method by 
which all mankind is fed. In that day all preparations of wheat 
even the bread will be bought in hermetically sealed packages; 
all kinds of mush and cooked grain will be prepared ready for 
the table merely by heating it; perhaps by that time all artificial 
heating will have disappeared to make way for the application 
of electricity for all the uses of mankind; and thus, the individ- 
ual will have made the circle upon which he started. He will be 
his own cook individually, and in a minor sence his own provider 
for he will be able to obtain any kind or quality of food at any 
time he wishes it from the natural condition to the highest type 
of scientificially cooked food, in a canned state. We leave our 
readers to figure out what chances there are in this development.

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Expert Testimony in Pure Food Cases. 
Dr. Wiley Instructs the Food Experts at Hartford, Conn. 


At the opening of the meeting in Hartford, Conn., Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley gave a most interesting talk to the assembled 
chemists and food experts, parts of which we give herewith: 


The framers of the national law and those of most of the State laws 
have been of the opinion that it is better to base a food bill upon broad gen- 
eral principles than to have it simply a prohibitory measure. Hence, a very 
common expression, both in the national and in the State laws, is a pro- 
hibition from food products of added substances injurious to health or of 
colors which are used to imitate or deceive. This leaves open to the decision 
of the courts the determination as to what is injurious and what is decept- 
ive. In the same manner, though to a less extent, the question of mis- 
branding is one which is also left open to the decision of the courts. It is 
true that both State and national acts define in general language what is 
adulteration and what is misbranding, but in any particular case the question 
is stillan openone. There will be afforded, therefore, in the future to a much 
larger extent than in the past an opportunity for the expert to go upon 
the witness stand and testify respecting these important matters. First of 
all, let us consider for a moment the meaning of the word ‘‘expert’’ in these 
cases. I think there is little difference of opinion on this point. An expert 
witness is one who has special or superior knowledge acquired by study and 
experiment and who has exercised this knowledge in some special or import- 
ant manner. In other words, a mere theoretical knowledge would not con- 
stitute a man an expert. I might illustrate by saying that a man might 
theoretically know the name and description and location of every nerve, 
artery, vein, muscle and bone in the body. This man, however, could not 
qualify as an expert surgeon, because he has not the practical knowledge, 
that is, the art of technique which the surgeon possesses. 

Under our present system of jurisprudence experts appear for or against 
the defendant or for or against the State. This, it seems to me, is rather 
an unfortunate condition of affairs. It would be far better if experts could 
be called upon simply to testify without reference to any fee or influence 
one way or the other. But, inasmuch as experts cannot be expected to give 
their services free of charge, provision must be made for payment. This is 
either done by the State on the one hand which brings the prosecution, or 
by the defendant on the other. We, therefore, have this curious spectacle, 
that is, curious in one respect, present in every trial in which experts ap- 


pear. The evidence which they give is contradictory in many respects. 
Only the expert who appears without a fee or without being in the interest 
of one party or the other can be said to be wholly unbiased, and if he have 
equal qualifications with others his testimony is entitled to more consider- 
ation. Because, however, an expert is paid is no reason for discrediting the 
character of his testimony. We must admit that, as a rule, experts are con- 
scientious and sincere and if they have a bias it is not one of a character 
which vitiates their evidence. Nevertheless, it isa principle of the courts 
that the jury should consider who the expert is and who employs him and 
for what purpose he comes. 

It seems to me, in view of the important services which experts are 
certain to render in the near future in connection with the cases under the 
national and State food laws, a brief review of the duties and limitations of 
the expert and the character of expert testimony may be very properly dis- 
cussed here today. I take first all cases where injury to the public health 
is involved. Here the expert should be particularly careful in respect to 
the character of his testimony. I speak first of all of those experts who 
appear on the witness stand to testify that certain substances added to food, 
such as preservatives and coloring matters, are not injurious to health. In 
a case of this kind it is not sufficient for the expert to state that in so far 
as he has observed and in his cwn experiments no injurious effects have 
been produced by the addition of these substances. The law does not re- 
quire nor expect that an added preservative or other substance added to a 
food shall injure every one or even the majority of people who may con- 
sume it in such a way that injury is patent to the ordinary observer. If, 
however, the substance itself is an injurious one and if it acts unfavorably 
upon the weakest of those who are called upon to eat the foods in which it 
is contained, it must be condemned. The object of legislation in such cases 
is not particularly to protect the strong and those who are able to take care 
of themselves. The principal object, on the other hand, is to protect the 
weak, the invalid and the infant and those who are not able to exercise due 
care on their own account. It does not free a man from guilt, if he should 
be tried for theft, to bring a thousand men on the witness stand to swear 
that he never stole anything from them. If he proved that he stole from 
one individual, he is guilty and must suffer the consequences. The same ig 
true of a substance added to a food product as a chemical preservative or 
otherwise. You may call a thousand experts who will say that in their exper- 
ence they have never known of an injury to health caused by such added 


substances. If asingle expert witness establishes the fact, however, that 
injury to health has resulted by use of this body, the case is lost. In other | 
words, negative proof is no proof at all in a case of this kind and it-is con-

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is to be proved is that a substance is injurious to health. The case is no 
decided when the expert swears that it was not injurious to health in such 
and such acase. The expert must take the facts presented in the evidence 
of actual injury and show that these facts are fallacious and their conclu- 
sions wrong. Nor does the law imply that the particular food product 
which is under examination and which may be said to represent the corpus 
delicti in court has injured anybody. It is only sufficient to prove that the 
material which has been placed in that food is of a character which renders 
a food product of that kind injurious to health. The expert, therefore, 
undertakes a very grave responsibility who proclaims under oath that these 
added substances which act as chemical preservatives and coloring matter 
are harmless.

BALTIMORE, MD., Aug. 13, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—The market on tomatoes in Baltimore this week has been 
quite active. The demand for gallons is a feature, and it has been very 
difficult for packers to get anything like the quantity wanted. 

The situation on tomatoes is rather interesting, but does not show any 
special changes from last week’s report. The weather conditions are 
still unfavorable. Some good sunny weather, not too hot, is wanted. 
There has been almost uninterrupted rain now for a number of weeks. 
While the reports are conflicting, yet it looks as though some damage has 
been done; in some sections the damage seems to be serious. Some of the 
larger Peninsula packers are in the market for large lots of No. 3 and gallon 
tomatoes, and quite a number of them have withdrawn from the market. 

The market on futures continues firm at 55c. and 75c. per dozen for No. 
2 and No. 3 standards and $2.30 per dozen for gallons. We are declining 
orders at lower figures. We have quite a number of orders, especially for 
No. 3s, at a shade under these prices, but are unable to fill them. 

Peaches.—Packers are working on peaches. 

We are getting quite a number of inquiries for No. 1 sliced peaches and 
can quote a desirable article at 85c. per dozen, regular, f. o. b. Baltimore. 
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attention to gallon standard peeled peaches in water at $3.75 per dozen, 
regular f. o. b. Baltimore. We believe there is only one house in Baltimore 
that packs this article, and will only pack them on orders. 

Apples.—We are having a large inquiry for apples, but packers are 
going slow on them. A few have been packed so far; it is difficult to say 
what kind of a pack there will be, and there is a disposition to wait until 
the goods are packed before selling them. Weare, however, booking some 
orders for No. 3s at 72%c. and gallons at $2.00 per dozen, for shipment 
some time this month. These will be for good Baltimore standards. 

Peas.—There is a better demand for peas. The Baltimore market is 
pretty well cleaned up on all grades. 

Corn.—The market is quiet. We are having a fair inquiry, though - 
there is not much actual business going on. The Harford county corn 
packers report considerable damage by the excessive rain during the past 
month, but, as on tomatoes, there is some conflict in the reports. While 
Harford county seems to have suffered considerably, the Western Maryland 
packers report comparatively good conditions. The acreage has been 
heavily reduced, as compared with last year, so that under the most favor- 
able circumstances the packing will be very much lighter than last year. 
We are quoting some good standard Maine style corn at 55c., less 14% 
f. o. b. Baltimore, for spot delivery and 57'%c. per dozen, less 1%% f. 0. b. 
County, for future delivery.

Dear Sirs.—Unfavorable weather conditions continue to prevail through- 
out this section, and there is, unfortunately, good ground for the serious 
complaints now being made by the growers of peaches and tomatoes whose 
prospects for abundant crops were so very encouraging until recently. The 
stunted fruit now arriving from the large peach orchards of Maryland and 
Delaware bear mute witness to the extent of the damage that is within the 
range of possibility should the cause of it continue a few days longer. A 
couple of weeks of clear weather, with moderate temperature, free from hot 
scorching sun, would be a boon to the growers and canners alike. Watch 
the peach situation closely; there may be some disappointment. 

Of equal, or doubtless greater, consequence to the entire trade would be 
the beneficial effect of such weather on the tomato crop, which has just now 
reached the time when the greatest good is to be derived from seasonable 
weather during the remainder of the season. The receipts so far of the raw 
material for canning purposes while not very light, are not up to expecta-

tions, and if one is asked to express an opinion on the outlook the leaning 
must be in the direction of a stronger, if not a higher, market. But the 
season is young yet, and it has almost passed into a proverb that tomatoes 
have nine lives, like our feline friends. Every additional week of such 
weather, however, certainly will lessen the chances of any lower prices for 
the canned article. 

In the general list of fruits and vegetables there were no changes of 
consequence during the week. Always active at this time of the year, the 
market here is apparently safe for purchases to meet trade requirements for 
the fall business. The leaders in activity in the line of vegetables, besides 
tomatoes, are corn, string beans, sweet potatoes, spinach, kraut and peas, 
and in the line of fruits the activity was nearly all in new peaches, of all 
the different grades and sizes, with pears and apples also fairly active, and 
little or nothing doing in berries and cherries.

Tomatoes.—Satisfactory as was last week’s trading in spot tomatoes, 
equally so has been the new business closed for the present week, and, 
whils the buying of this week has not covered as large an area as the week 
previous, it has, nevertheless, been quite as large in volume, and if anything 
at better figures than obtained last week, due very largely to the stronger 
position taken by holders as the result of continued more-or-less unfavorable 
crop conditions. 

In several of the more prominent tomato counties in Maryland and 
Delaware the position of the growing crop today is not as good as it was a 
week ago, while in a few sections, less important as tomato centers, the 
crop is reported to be improved during the week by more favorable condi- 
tions. It is this unfavorable position of the week’s crop reports from the 
larger tomato sections in Maryland and Delaware which has brought up the 
week’s buying to the volume we refer above. 

Peaches.—Good day-to-day buying of new packing peaches for immedi- 
ate shipment has been one of the important features of the week. Quality, 
as well as volume of receipts from Maryland and Delaware orchards, has 
this week been improved, giving local houses a good start to which the 
trade have promptly responded by liberal purchases—liberal not only in the 
size of individual orders, but, what is especially important, the extended 
area of the country from which the week’s buying has come. Ordinarily 
August has not, as a rule, tor this market been marked by any unusual in- 
terest or activity in the past, but we rather feel that the interest attaching 
this season to Baltimore peaches will be one of the few exceptions, and feel 


month anything but dull and uninteresting. 

Small Fruits.—In our advices of a week ago we called attention to the 
strong statistical position of berries of all sorts and the importance of cover- 
ixg your wants. The present.week’s buying makes our request still more 
urgent. Nothing, in our judgment, can possibly be gained by delaying en- 
tering the market. The small quantity of berries of all sorts unsold on this 
market means disappointment and loss of money,to the buyer who is put- 
ting off his purchases. 

Corn.—Spot buying light; crop reports more encouraging, and a more 
hopeful prospect of yield among Maryland packing interests. 

Apples.—Receipts from orchards not as large as last week; inquiry and 
buying in excess of supply; market stronger and likely to rule high for the 
next week.

ABERDEEN, MD., Aug. 13, 1906. 

Tomatoes,— Weather conditions continue unfavorable, east and south 
winds continue to prevail with humid atmosphere, hot sunshine after show- 
ers scalding the vines, which has all had its effect during the past few days 
in bringing about a deterioration which such conditions are inclined to | 
propagate. Some high-ground patches show prospects of a fair crop, while 
low-ground patches are reported bare of green tomatoes and, in many cases, 
almost entirely drowned out. Packers are not pushing sales of futures, and 
during the past few days we have had instructions from some to cover their 
future sales, as they will not be able to pack sufficient quantity to fill orders 
already booked. Whatever may be the trend of the market during the next 
ninety days rests entirely on weather conditions and when the first killing 
frost will appear. But, all things, considered, the yield per acre cannot be 
more than two-thirds to three-fourths of an average. A few country pack- 
ers expect to make opening runs about August 15, but the total quantity 
packed next week will not amount to very much, Full standard 3s are 
offered almost without exception at 75c. f. 0. b. factory; off-standard 3s at 
7oc.; full standard 2s at 55c.; second 2s at 5oc. 

Corn.—lIn this section it does not indicate more than one-half to two- 
thirds yield per acre, with many fields showing yellow and unhealthy 
appearance. Fancy grades are in request, as indications point to a small 
percentage of fancy stock this season.
